Father Ignatius, oí Anglican
Church, Says He Has Per*

formed Miracles.

SILENCE' UNDER PROMISE

Spiritual Measter, Dr. Pusey,
Prevailed Upon Him Not

to Reveal Power.

The Now York Herald publishes the

following from London:
Father igna.tlns, the famous Anglican

monk of Llanthony, yesterday reiterated
his firm conviction that tho days of mira¬
cles are not yet pa-st, n.nd that lie himself
had been the agent of »"Jod In their per¬
formance, even to tho raising of tho
dend. '

This statement, roccnUy published, la

contained In .his llfo flrom tho pen of

Baroness Bertouch, and has occasioned
the wildest comment and nnin-zomoril.
"Bo It understood," said. Fattier Igna¬

tius, In an Interview, "that 1 do not claim
in any way to hnvo porfoi-med miracles
of myself. AH I Ray Is that »iverai times
In my life the spirit of God has tak>2i» pos¬
session ot my whole being and oi-dei-cd me
to heal the sick and rniso tho dead in the
name of our Lord J'ssus.
"To mo thoro Is nothing' wontlorful In

this. Tho Apostles worked mti-acres, not
because they themselves had thie power,
but because the power was given, and the
power Is given ofUlmes to tins weak and
to the foolish, and 'wisdom comcth out of
tho mouth of babes and sucklings.'
"If I nave not'spoken of those things

before, It Is bc-cntiíc 1 have been under
promise of silence. Long ago, when 1 first
realized that our Lord condesomded to use

tnie for works beyond general e.vpcirieuco,
Dr. Pusey, who was my spiritual father,
was greatly troubled, and asked me to

keep silence for my own spirit's sake, be¬
cause he thought that the knowledge of
the power given mo might cause mo to bo

proud. He was my master.my father
confessor.and I loved him, and so 1
promised him; but now I feel we have fal¬
len upon such days of doubt and evlf that
It Is my duty to give my wltn-ess and
testimony to these things."
Fat hen-¦ Ig-natlus proceeded to speak of

cases In which ho claimed to have raised
the dead to Ufe and to have given health
to the sick.

First Monk in Church of Eng¬
land.

Father Ignatius Joseph Seycoster Lyne
is now slxty-sevsn years old, and has for
thirty-four years been chiefly known In
connection with tho monastic institution
ho faunae*» at Slatvthony Abbey, in Wales.
He Is a powerful oi'ator. and his mission
pi-caching has attracted vast ci-owds.
After his ordination for the Church of

England, In 1S60, ho was a curate at

Plymouth, and In a similar district In
the cast end of London, under the cele-
bi-atcd Fathier Lowder, of St. George's.
Coming early under the influence of Dr.
Pusey, he adopted to the full the princi¬
ples of the Oxford ritualistic revival. He
has (nemalned In loyal, though lay, com¬

munion Sv'l-th the English Church. He has
stated that his recreation takes the form;
of eight services a day In Slanthony Ab-:
boy church.
Father Ignatlus's visit to the United

States, in liOO-'l, was of somis months'
duration. His preaching at Newport and
his missions at Boston and Now York at¬
tracted large audiences. Then a con-

troycrsy arose ,as to his status, and he was
refused a llcenns to preach in tho Pro¬
testant Evangelical churches of Boston.
He became involved In keen controversy
with several cVergymen In New York, und
In a fiery discourse denounced Bishop
Potter and the Episcopal clergy.
Tho chief miracle with Llanthony Ab-

'.'oy Is thai, of Dame Mary Cecilia, of the
Order of St. Benedict, who has been nf-
fllcteti with' a fracture of an ankle joint
which hid lamed her for life. At the age
of twenty, her cn.se having been given up
by many physicians, she entirely recov¬

ered while praying, with a dried dock
loaf In her hand. Rent by Father Ignatius,
with the monition: "A»cording to your
faith he 1t dono »into you."
